SOLUTION STILL*TO SEEK. 

Thus, tf, east and west, things tend 
to reach a eondition which may en- 
dure, which at the congress of 
Brest-Litovsk Germany is seeking to 
put in an endufing form; tf Allied 
defense in the west and Russian co!- 
lapse in the east have on the one 
hand shattered and on the other for- 
tified German ambitions, it is clear 
that in the Balkans the solution is 
still to seek. Serbia remains in Ger- 
man hands; but every consideration 
of honor and of safety compels the 
foes of Germany to resist any settie- 
ment which does not restore Serbia 
substantially intact, although we are 
bound to recognize that the larger 
aspiration of the Allies, the creation 
of Jugo-Silavia, the Italian ambi- 
tion for the master of the eastern 
Adriatic, have euffered great and 
probably enduring diminution. 

As to Asia and Africa, I shall not 
endeavor to discuss these continerts 
and their problems at this time. Yet 
it is clear that with the British at 
Bagdad and Jerusalem the German 
hopes of complete domination of 
Turkey ‘are gone, while British con- 
quest of German's African colonies 

ives the English a valuable basis 
or negotiation If, In the end, peace 
is made by barter and exchange and 
around the green: table. 

ENGLAND'S ATTITUDE. 

Nor should one mistake the grow- 
ing readiness in Britain, fated by 
Lioyd George recently, to send the 
question of the German colonies to 
peace congress. 

In sum, fit seems to me that the 
situation that exists as the new year 
opens, while it points unmistakably 
to the persistence of the present and 
past decisions on the west front and 
between Germany and her western 
enemies, decisions which insure the 
defeat of all Germany's purposes 
with reference to France and to 
Great Britain, it quite as manifestly 
points toward a failure of the world 
allied against Germany to attain that 
general settlement of olf wrongs 
and grievances which all of us have 
hoped to see. 

It is a grim bit of humor that 


the Russian revolution, which was 
to free men and to bring justice to 
mankind, has, as one of its first 
consequences, dashed the hopes for 
liberations of many millions of men 
and women in Europe. Proclaim- 
ing peace, the Russian extremists 
have unmistakably prolonged the 
war; professing to bring liberty, they 
have helped to confirm the slavery 
of Poles, Czechs, Rumanians and 
Serbs of Austria, as well as on their 
own frontiers. 

The greatest dangers that now 
face the world are not that Ger- 
many will win the war, that she will 
enalave Belgium or reduce France 
to the estate of a vassal. These dan- 
gers are no longer real What is 
to be feared is that the growth of 
war weariness will bring with it a 
rapid abandonment of all the ideal- 
istic eaepirations of the nations at 
war with Germany, and that the 
close of the war will see, not a set- 
tlement, not a general liquitation, 
but a.perpetuation of all the «id 
protiems, out of which the war came 
and out of which othér wars seem 
bound to come. 

WILL BE ON GUARD. 


The greatest single gain the. war 
could bring. the defeat of German 
ambitions tn the west for the de- 
struction of France and Britain, !s 
now assured, not only for the mo- 
Wient, but it would seem for the 
feture, because both Britain and 
France are likely to be on their 
guard hereafter, and Britain has 
now millions of-trained troops to 
send to the aid of the French, 
should another German a'‘tack be 
made within the next decade. The 
western conditions of Europe are 
not to be modified in Germany's {a- 
vor, and outside of Europe the con- 
ditions have been greatly modified 
to the disadvantage of Germany, if 
only by reason of the vast harvest 
of hate and contempt she has sown 
in belligerent and even in neutral 
nations. 

But only less to be desired is a 
settlement which should give the 
subject races of Europe liberty. 
And, to say @hie least, the chances 
of realizing this gain now have been 
gravely reduced by Russia's deser- 
tion. The possibility that the «hief 
contestants will presently come io a 
peace on the basis of the situation 
before the war, but with a perpetua- 
tion of all the old rancors and the 
old wrongs, has become far more 
considerable as a consequence of 
the events of the past year. 

This means that the conditions of 
1914, the armed truce and the con- 
tinuance of nations in arms, are 
unmistakably becoming more 
able than they seemed oven iast 
year. This is a more reasonable 
basis for pessimism as to the future 
than the present military outlook. 
Peace will not leave Germany in 
France or Belgium, it will not leave 
Germany master of the continent or 
of the world: decision on these 
points was had at the Marne. at 
Verdun and in the submarine war.

GERMANY S8TILL STRONG. 

On the other hand, the collapse of 
Russia has left Germany still rtrong 
and united, still holding to her mill- 
tary gospel of blood and iron. to 
the eastward looking out upon 
organized races, and enslaved frag- 
ments. If Poland, Serbia, Rumania 
are not to be reconstituted as strong 
States, possessing the necessary re- 
sources to develop into  fencible 
states, if Turkey and the Balkans 
remain the battieground of rival 


ambitions, ittussla becomes an- 
other and greatly larger “Sick Man 
of Europe,” the forthcoming peace 
will be a mockery after all. This 
is the danger now. It can be avoid- 
ed only if Allied determination and 
German obstinacy tombine to pro- 
lang the war to the point where 
an exhausted Germany falla back to 
internal ruin, as did France after 
the wars of Louis XIV. 


The question of the independence 
of Western Europe has been set- 
tled, and it was the main issue of 
the war. But the second question 
raised by the war, that of the inde- 
pendence of Eastern and Balkan 
Europe, has not been settled, and 
today there is grave danger that war 
weariness may lead to a compro- 
mise peace, which, like that made 
at Vienna_a century ago, will strive 
to perpetuate all the old conditions 
and succeed merely in preserving 
all the old causes for war against 
the coming of a new world cort 
flagration.

The explanation that is most ac- 
cepted by the officials of the South- 
ern Pacific and Pacific Electric com- 
panies efter visiting the scene of the 
accident, is that the motor got out 
of shape,somehow or other, or out of 
control of the motorman in charge.

A certain amount of mystery is 
attached to the broken rail at the 
bottem of the spur track at the 
point of switch, which caused the 
train to derail and topple over. The 
motor car got over this broken rail 
all right, but it is questionable 
whether the rail was broken before 
the motor car passed over it or by 
the jar caused by the quick turn.

ALSH LAND BILL WILL 
BE BOON TO NATION. 


Becomes 


Effective. 


F THE non-metallic mineral re- 
sources bill, whieh was passed by 
the Senate some months ago, be- 

comes operative during the period 

ef the war, this country will not need 
to rely upon Germany and South 

America for commercial fertilizer, 

according to Senator T. J. Walsh of 

Montana, who is at the Leighton 

Hotel, No. 2127 West Sixth street, for 

the winter. 

“The litigation over off lands In 

recent months has practically made 

the bill inoperative for the present,” 

said the Senator, yesterday; “but I 

hepe to see some action taken be- 

fore many months. The bill covers 
all non-metallic mineral resources 
and calls for placing back in the 
hands of people who are capable of 
developing them, enough ‘reserve’ 
lands to bring the supply of neces- 
sary non-metallic up to the 
demand for them.” 

WITHDRAWN TOO MUCH. 

It is the opinion of the Senator 
that the government has withdrawn 
too much land from public occupa- 
tion. “Take Montana for an ex- 
ample,” says he. “Since the last 
census that State has almost doubled 
its population and yet there has not 
been a new coal mine opened during 
that time. How can we supply the 
demand when the same old mines 
are called upon for a deuble out- 
put to say nothing of the increas- 
ing demand for coal in others parts 
of the country.” 

When the Walsh bill becomes op- 

erative it willl cause a tremendous 

acreage of of] land in Central and 

Southern California to be taken out 

of government reserve. It is planned 

to issue prospecting permits to oil 
developers, and then deed the pros- 
pector one-fourth the area named in 


his prospecting permit in case 
strikes oil. 
Another Southern California re- 


source which will be developed by 
the Walsh bill is the Searles Lake 
deposit, which has iong been tied up 
in litigation. 
SEES NO REASON. 

“There is no reason why the 
Searles Lake potash and the Wyvom- 
ing phosphate deposits should re- 
main tied up in government reserve 
land while he country struggles 
along without commercial fertilizer 
or sends to South America for it.”’ 
says the author of the bill. As soon 
as possible, the government will ar- 
range to either sell or lease potash 
and phosphate claims to responsible 
parties. Then we won't be dependent 
upon Germany or South America for 
such supplies.” 
Senator Walsh is also interested 
In a new bill which deals with the 
development of water power in the

WHEN AMERICA CAME IN. 
A Glimpse of Greere ae Seen by 2 
Abroad. 


If the Kaiser of Was as 
surprised at America’s entry into 
the war as was his royal brother-in- 
law, King Constantine, of Greece, 
there must, indeed, have been con- 
sternation in Potsdam last April 
Constantine, whom on the evening 
of my errival in Athens, I had seen 
driving through the streets and ac- 
knowledging the greetings of his 
misguided people with the jauntiest 
of salutes and the gayest of smiles, 
was one of the most dejected figures 
imaginable on the glad occasion of 
the royal Te Deum in the cathedral 
on Greek independence day, April 
7. His abnormelly protuberant fore- 
head was wrinkled in a sullen scowl 
throughout the whole imposingly 
beautiful ceremony. 

One meets many returned emig- 
grants from America tn all parts of 
Greece—-as everywhere else in the 
Balkans—and it is an interesting fact 


that everyone of those whom I en- 
countered et this crucial epoch in 
Hellenic history was 4 most stanch 
Venizelist and intensely bitter 
against Constantine and the whole 
royalist regime. One I came across 
who had given an outward expres- 
sion of the renewed hope stirring in- 
wardly as a consequence of the e#c- 
tion of the United States, was a man 
in an obscure street, who had lashed 
the Stars and Stripes to the top of 
his barber's pole. Most of the 
passers-by thought that 


- the two red, white and blue insignia 


were intimately related to each 
other, and it was probably lucky 
for the doughty barber that he dis- 
Played the Stars and Stripes some- 
what “camouflaged.” But when I 
pushed inside to ask him if it was 
@ coincidence that the wrinkled bit 
of bunting was out on the same dey 
\that America’s entry Into the war 
arrived, he made no effort at con- 
cealment. 

“Bet yer life it ain't by chance,” 
he sald stoutly.. “IT cut hair on the 
ol "Bow'ry for sev'n years ‘fore I 
beat it back to this 4—d hole. Nope, 


vast ain't @ "Mexican cit'zen; but yu take 


it frum me, I'm goin’ tu be if they 
don't fire this hull big bunch o’ 
cutthroat—King an’ all—out. 
Greece on the doub!l’. I bro’t that 
flag all the way from lil’ o’ Nuyork 
with me.. Today the. first time I 
gets up the nerve tu put it out: but 
now it is out, by—,it'll stay thers till 
they cum an’ shoot it down.

PLANS GREAT 
POWER LINE. 


Nevada-Consolidated W orking 
Out New Proposition. 


Large Sum may be Expended 
in Development. 


Fuel Problem has Chance for 
Partial Solution. 


One of the longest voltage lines 
in the country is contemplated by the 
Nevada-California Power Company, 
it developed here yesterday. The 
company has its headquarters § in 
Riverside and has been working out 
Getails of its scheme with a view 
to saving power to railroad com- 
panies that have been engaged in 
hauling fuel to the Nevada Consol- 
idated Company's plant at Ely, Nev. 
The twenty-four-hour shift of the 
company has an equivalent of 20,000 
horse power, and this could be used 
to & good advantage for a saving of 
fuel, it is said. 

The Nevada Consolidated now 
generates its own power with local 
steam plants, which call for an im- 


mense tonnage of fuel that is difi-¢+ 


cult to deliver in the present con- 
gested condition of tra and any- 
thing that would relieve fhe com- 
pany from the uncertainty of get- 
ting power would be welcome, even 
though the cost would be in excess 
of the present showing. The copper 
company is mining by the steam 
shovel method and concentrating 
> ores at the rate of 10,000 tons 
y. 

The cost of the installafion 
be approximately $300,000 for the 
pole line alone. Before engaging in 
construction or entering Into a def- 
inite contract, the power company 
would have to secure the consent of 
the government for a priority order 
of delivery for the material re- 
quired in the construction, as it 
would be impossible to secure any 
considerable quantity without this 
arrangement. 

Should the deal become effective 
the Nevada Consolidated would be- 
come the largest individual consum- 
er and the service would extend over 
a distance of 300 miles from Inyo 
county, almost to the Utah line. 


LATE ARCHIMEDES | 
EXAMPLE TO EDISON. 


INVENTIONS OF SYRACUSE KING 
HELD OFF THE ROMANS 
FOR THREE YEARS. 


We are still looking to Mr. Edison 
hopefully for some such help as 
Archimedes gave to Syracuse in old- 
en times. 


Archimedes was the Edison of the 
ancients. He discovered and in- 
vented many things, but history 
makes most conspicuous record of 
the marvelous war machines he con- 
trived for the defense of Syracuse 
y 

ou can find Syracuse on the 
today—a town of some itm 
on the east coast of Sicily. It occu- 
ples the former site of a rich and 
formidably defended city which, in 
the Christ, es- 
Poused the cause o and 
defied Rome. 

The Roman general Marcellus, 
with a large army and a fieet, soon 
arrived on the scene and began a 
siege, which iasted nearly three 
years, during which the genius of 
one old man held the enemy in 
check. 

The olf man was Archimedes, 
foremost scientist of his day, and 
beyond question the greatest mathe- 
matician that ever lived. 

Under his direction machines 
were constructed that threw stones 
weighing nearly a ton a distance of 
half a mile, their aim being so ac- 
curate that many of the Roman ga!- 
leys were by this means sunk. Other 
engines of his invention discharged 
enormous darts. 

Much more remarkable was a de- 
vice which, extending over the water 
from a crane erected on the city 
wall, seized with great claws a num- 
ber of galleys lying near shore, and, 
I them one at a time, high into 
the air, dropped them to destruction. 

Most extraordinary of all, however, 

was an arrangement of concave mir- 
rore, which, focusing the reflected 
sun's rays upon the enemy ships, set 
fire to them, thus destroying a large 
part of the Roman feet. 
' The possibility of such a perform- 
ance as this last has been disputed 
and, of course, the story may not 
be true. But Buffon, the famous 
French scientist, was inclined to ac- 
cept it, after experiments of his own 
had proved that wood could be set on 
fire at a distance of 160 feet with a 
refiecting surface only seven feet 
aquare. 

At all events, the damage done by 
Archimedes's war engines was such 
an to compe] Marcellus to draw off 
and convert the siege into a bilock- 
ade... In a epeech to his soldiers, he 
said: “We do not care to go on fight- 
ing with this Briareus of 100 arma, 
whose mere play it is to sink our 

lieye and who is far more formi- 

able than any of the giants we have 
read about.” 

It wae Archimedes who said that 
if he had a lever long enough and a 
fulcrum strong enough (on which te 
rest it) he could move the world. 

He made an attempt to express in 
figures the quantity of sand that 
would be required to fill the unil- 
verse, but his publication on thir 
subject has been unfortunately lost. 

The Archimedean screw (an inven- 
tion of his) is in use today In Hol- 
land for lifting water, contrivances 
of the kind being driven by wind- 
mills. 

Another thing he did was to prove 
that the artificer who made a crown 
for King Hiero of Syracuse, had 
“done up” that monarch by adulter- 
ating the gold largely with silver. 
Having procured a lump of gold 
and a lump of sliver, each the exact 
weight of the crown, he immersed 
them successively in a vessel filled to 
the brim wtth water. noting the 
quantity .of water displaced by each. 
Then he submitted the -re-'n t4 the 
same test, the result« thus ontained 
enabling him to determine exactly 
how much silver there was in the 
crown. 

The Romans finally captured Syra- 
cuse by a surprise attack, and the 
city was given up to sack and plun- 
der. That was in 212 B. C. Archi- 
medes was incidentallv slain. 
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- Camp Kearny. 
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trenches. From what I have seen 
of your American soldiers they are 
of the same type and knowing the 
German heart as I do, the Huns can 
but dread the coming of these men 
from the West. This rugged cor- 
ner of the world, so far fram my na- 
tive France, produces wonderful men 
——s0 big, powerful and confident. 
They have the great out-of-doors 
“ritten all over them—their free- 
dom of movement mirrors the vast 
mesas, their spirit seems to soar 
with the eagle and one might think 
them hewn from the granite blocks 
of these mountains. Is it anv wdn- 
der with such allies, that France 
has taken fresh courage?” 

All of which confirms a private 


opinion long entertained by the 
writer, to wit: That plodding 
Peasants and soldiers from the 


sausage shops of Germany are no 
match for this splendid out«iving 
of manhood from the great South- 
west-—the gallant Fortieth. Every- 
thing else being equal, they will 
whip the best that the Kaiser has 
to offer. Don't let anybody try to 
tell you that the man who has 
grown up under a free flag and 
roamed the ranges isn't a better 
fighter than the Kaiser's hand-made 
soldiers. Machinery of modern 
warfare may equ this difference 
for a time, but in the long run the 
issue will be decided, not alone by 
man power, but by the quality of 
that man ‘ power. The personal 
equation is an element which Ger- 
man kultur In the manufacture of 
human automatons, failed to in- 
clude in its ante-bellum estimates. 
Not only does the American soldier 
average better physicaliy and 
mentally, but his morale will be su- 
perior. The American soldier is 
led on by the light of a great pur- 
pose; the German soldier is fight- 
ing in the dark. 
IN OPEN FIGURING. 

These qualities will show to the 
best advantage when the Allies get 
the Germans into the open. It is 
there that the American scldier, and 
especially the soldier from the West, 
willl rise resplendent in his supe- 
riority. Place a westerner in the 
saddle with a carbine in his hands 
and he becomes a demigod in t 


mall of Mars. 

These are not vague vaporings or 
visions. They take into account the 
months of intensive training fre- 
quired to qualify men for modern 
warfare; the long weeks of camp 
crudgery, hard drilling and moleine 
in the trenches. Raw material, how. 
ever courageous and brilliant, can- 
nat cope with the machinery of war; 
mere velor is only a target for 
rapid-fire guns. ever think 
these men are going to be alluwed 
to ride into certain death as hap- 
pened im the case of the “On ar. 
Six Hundred.” No trick ts being 
overlooked. The soldiers ars being 
schooled in every angle of trench 
warfare and will do pos ~ 
work behind the lines in France. 
Some of the best experts in Europe 
are here assisting in this. The ar- 
tillery firing is done from concealed 


Sun pits and the infantrymen do 
their firing “over the top.” Great 
emphasis is placed on hand ‘nade 


work, hurdling trenches and bayonet 
Grill. The men pass more time on 
the ranges and in the trenches and 
gun pits than on the drill field. True, 
the Germans were for the better part 
of fifty years preparing, plotting and 
perfecting their skill In modern 
warfare, but trench warfare is a 
comparatively recent science. With 
all the experience of the French and 
British on which to draw, the Amer!i- 
cans have every means for becom- 
ing masters at that style of fighting, 
and, thanks to Yankee ingenuity, 
may be able to show some improve- 
ments over old-world methods. There 
will be none of the ghastly tempo- 
rizing that cost the Allies so dearty 
early in the war. Uncle Sam showed 
them a few things about the sink- 
ing of submarines and he may have 
another ace or two up hie sleeve. 
ORERSAVTIONS IN FRANCE. 
American officers have returned to 
this country after familiarizing 
themselves with war as conducted 
on the western front by actual ob- 


servation. 

Starting thie week, Camp Kearny 
will have a night echool. Three 
nights each week al) the field offi- 
cers and specialists of the division 
will attend this school. At these ges- 
sions Ma).-tjen. Frederick 8&8. Strong 
will give the officers and specialists 
the result of his observations in 
France. The information thus im- 
parted will be of incalculable value.

PASSES BEYOND. 


Nathaniel Stewart had Held 
Office Four Terms. 


Was Santa Barbara Pioneer 
and Big Landowner. 


Nathaniel St@wart, four times 
Sheriff of Sant@ Barbara county, 
died at 11:15 o'clock a.m. yester- 
day at the California Hospital, fol- 
lowing a series of paralytic strokes. 
Had he lived two days longer he 
would have rounded out his nine- 
teenth year as Sheriff of the sea- 
side county. The kody will be taken 
to Santa Barbara today. The ar- 
rangements for the funeral have 
not yet been made. 

PIONEER OF COUNTY. 

Sheriff Stewart was one of Santa 
Barbara county's best-known and 
most popular pioneers, having re- 
Sided there nearty forty-one years. 
He was born at Corvallis, Or., May 
15, 1863, and came to Santa Bar- 
bara county in April, 1877, when he 
became the telegraph operator at 
Lompoc. At Lompoc, also, he was 
clerk and tBook-keeper for three 
years for J. Rudolph and Company. 


later he entered the butchering 
business at Lompoc. 
In 1881, w a partner, James 


Sloan, Mr. Stewart bought a ranch 
and for seven years the two men 
continued together, meantime buy- 
ing two other ranches and acquir- 
ing altogether 3000 acres. The part- 
nership was dissolved in 1888, and 
on the division of property Mr. Stew- 
art acquired the 1800-acre Stevens 
ramsch, one of the valuable ranches 
of the county. Besides conducting 
this préperty, he carried on his 
meat business at Lompoc until 
1897, when he disposed of it. 
FOR EIGHTEEN YEARS. 
Mr. Stewart was nominee for 
county Sheri@ on the Republican 
ticket in 1898, and the result was a 


which necessitated a special elec- 
tion. At that time on December 
13. Mr. Stewart was given a ma- 
jority of 147 votes, and in January, 
1899, he took the oath of office. 
He was returned to the responsible 
position at the four succeeding 
élections, and remained Sheriff con- 
tinuously from 1899 until his death, 
making his home in Santa Barbara 
Guring the entire time. 

During his residence at Lompoc 
Mr. Stewart was for seven years a 


also serving as City Trustee for sev- 
eral years, and was Mayor at the 
time of his election to the Sheriff's 
office, wheh he resigned to accept 
the county position. His identifica- 


always close, and at one time he 
Was a member of the County Cen- 
tral Committee. 

MEMBER OF ELKS. 

Mr. Stewart was a member of the 
Uniform Rank, Knights of Pythias, 
Woodman af the World, Benevolent 
Protective Order of Elks, and An- 
cient Order of United Workmen. He 
was a charter member of the Santa 
Barbara Elks’ Lodge. 

Mr. Stewart received his early e4- 
veation in the public schools at Cor- 
vallis, Or., also attending the Agri- 
cultural College and Episcopal Sem- 
inary there. In 1873 he began 
ranchine near Yreka, Cal, and was 
there at the time of the Modoc War. 

Sheriff Stewart leaves his widow, 
Mary FE. Reed Stewart, a native of 
Santa Clara county to whom he was 
married while at Lompoc, and four 
children, Mre. Jeasie P. Stinson, 
Mre Elste Bernster. Mra. Alma 
Sexton and Mra. Eva Holland.

Private Carruthers hung over the 
top of the trench In a dead stupor 
for thirty-six hours, and when he 
revived and started to regain con- 
trol of his senses, a Hun sniper 
Grilled a bullet through his spine 
and he became paralyzed from his 
waist down. The poor chap is now 
lying helpless in Toronto. 

“The inmates of the big base 
hospital at Etaples, (A-taps,) varies 
from 45,000 to 150,000, depending 
upon the drives of the British. Fvi- 
lowing a huge drive, the men are 
brought in by the thousands. 

“At one hospital I entertained 
twelve men, and they had four legs 
among them. Eight men had none, 
but four had one*each.

SHALL AMERICA 
REMAIN FREE? 

Ousley Warns Country Against 

Catering to Seon: Vote is 
Strongly Denounced. 


Beware of the Blatant One 
A . Citi hip. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE } 

ST. LOUIS (Mo.) Dec. 21.—“Bad 
as is the disloya] German, he Is not 
s0 bad as the American demagogue 
who seeks his influence as a leader 
of the so-called ‘German vote,’ said 
Clarence Ousiley, Assistant Secretary 
of Agriculture, in a speech here to- 
day before the New England Society 
of St. Lovia “. . . It is high time 
that we rallied the American vote 
against any and al) alliances of race 
or clan or faction that sets a selfish 
interest or an alien consideration 
above the supreme issue of Ameri- 
can freedom.” 

Mr. Ousley eaild that the several 
million Germans in America are for 
the most part worthy citizens, bear- 
ing a hard and heavy cross and de- 
serving our kindliest sympathy and 
profoundest respect. They are not 
hesitating to give their lives for their 
adopted country. “Let us be 
clally considerate,” he sald, “of the 
German-born citizen who does not 
join in the shouting as the flag goes 
by, but with ead countenance watch- 
es his boy marching away to fight his 
brother's boy in the army of the 
Kaiser. . . . But there are oth- 
ers who either never meant to be 
Americans or have become apostates 
and have not the decency to depart, 
but continue te exercise full citizen- 
ship while conspiring to embarrass 
the government and comfort the en- 
emy by dishonest pacifism masquer- 
ading as Socialism, or by perverse 
political opposition and secret trea- 
son. .. . They were bold enough 
to undertake to terrorize, if not cor- 
Tupt, the American Congress, which 
happily could not be corrupted or 
terrorized, and many American paci- 
fists and soft-headed idealists have 
been chagrined to find themselves 
inspired by German wile and their 
efforts sustained by German money. 

CITIZENSHIP CLAIM. 

“Let us beware of the German- 
born resident—unctuous and  in- 
ginuating or boisterous and defiant, 
according to the complexion of the 
crowd—who takes pains to avow his 
citizenship and straightway im- 
peaches the Integrity of our cause 
of war, who etirs up the dying em- 
bers of our old grudge against Eng- 
land, who argues that Germany is 
invincible or was driven to war. 
who complains of taxes or criticizes 
the selective draft. He tls a worse 
enemy than the soldier in arms. He 
may be ignorant or deluded; he is as 
dangerous as if he were a malicious 
hypocrite or a paid spy.” 

 Declaripag that the American 
demagogue who seeks the political 
influence of such men is worse than 
the disloyal German himeelf, Mr. 
Ousley said that while he had al- 
ways been a partisan in politics, “I 
am now trying to be no more of a 
partisan than a tealous American 
citizen who loves freedom above all 
earthly possessions and who  be- 
lieves that the only way to make 
sure the preservation of that free- 
dom for hig children and his chil- 
dren's children is to win this war. 
Therefore, I rank those who con- 
does not now heartily sustain his 
ress of the war as the enemies of 
my country. 

“I have no quarrel with the man 
who opposed our entrance into the 
war; I am utterly unable te com- 
prehend his point of view, but 1 
grant him the same right of opinion 
which I exercise. I ask only that he 
refrain from arguing with me, and 
he must not ask me to vote for him 
for any office of high responsibility. 
I would not vote for my brother if 
he did not believe with his whole 
heart that the supreme issue of 
American history is the winning of 
this war. And I hold that he is 
an unpatriotic and an. unworthy 
citizen, who, though he may have 
opposed our entrance into the war 
does not now heartily sustain his 
country.” 

IDEALS OF LIBERTY. 

The ideals of liberty for which pa- 
triots fought in the Revolution are 
those for which America and the 
Allies fight today, Mr. Ousley said. 
“If we are worthy of the freedom 


our fathers won we will not finch 
to preserve it for our children. And 
we will not fail. I would lose some- 
thing of my trust in the justice of 
Almighty God if I doubted the ul- 
timate triumph of our righteous 
cause.” 

Germany's brultsh doctrine “will 
not hesitate to pull down the whole 
temple of civilization. God speed 
the day that will release the Ger- 
man people from the delusion of 
loyalty to such a monstrosity, and 
from the hatred of free peoples 
which it has engendered. 

“He is biind with prejudice or 
ignorance who Goes not now see 
that from the beginning of the war 
Germany contemplated an assault 
upon the United States after she had 
completed the destruction of France 
and England. Such a conrtbat was 
inevitable sooner or later, for wide 
as the seas are that lie between and 
vast as are the unsettled spaces of 
the earth, there is not room enough 
on this little planet for two such 
antagonisms of political and moral 
purpose as German allmacht and 
American independence."’ 

Mr. Ousley said that had Belgium, 
France and England failed to hold 
the first sweep of the German forces, 
“the hour of doom for Europe's 
freedom would have struck two 
years ago, and in another twelve- 
month the armies of the Prussian 
war lord would have smothered un- 
prepared and pacifist America.” He 
paid tributes to Belgium, “whose 
only offense was that she lay in the 
path to Paris,” to “brave, suffering, 
uncomplaining, and unconquerable 
France, without whose timely gifts 
of French blood and treasure” 
Washington could not have won, to 
the endurances and sacri- 
fices of all the Allied nations who, 
we now know, were fighting our 
batties “while in our provincial in- 
nocence we trusted the professions 
of Prussian friendship.” He urged 
also that we appreciate and “re- 
member for future policy’’ that the 
most potential factor in defending us 
until we could get ready n 
the British navy. 

THE ANNIVERSARY. , 

Mr. Ousley’s speech was delivered 
on,the anniversary of the landing of 
the Pligrims. He appraised the 
freedom they then sought as an as- 
sertion of the divine right of man 
rather than the divine right’ of 
kings. We are now called upon to 
reassert that principle, to preserve 
the freedom we established in 1776 


and vindicated in 1812—a freedom 
which comprehends persona! biess- 
ings, nationa! welfare, and world 
peace, and which is now assailed by 
a mighty and perverse empire that 
has spent nearly a half century 
training for the day of world con- 
quest and has wet half the earth 
in blood and tears. 

To show “how truly the French 
soldiers who gave their lives and 
fortunes to the American colonists 
understood the liberty for which we 
fought,” Mr. Ousley quoted from La 
Fayette’s letter to his wife in June, 
my sake you will become a good 
American; it is a sentiment made for 
virtuous hearts. The happiness of 
America is intimately connected with 
the happiness of all mankind; she ts 
destined to become the safe and 
venerable asylum of virtue, of hon- 
esty, of tolerance, of equality, and 
of peaceful liberty.” 

“That,” sald Mr. Ousley, “was the 
spirit of Rochambeau, t other 
great Frenchman: of Kosciusko and 
Pulaski, the Polish patriots, and of 
Von Steuben, the brave Prussian 
who, strange to say. In the service 
rendered us keeps alive our appre- 
ciation of earlier and greater Prus- 
sian virtues which seem to have 
been lost In the descent to the pres- 
ent dynasty, and which we hope will 
be revived when i has spent its 


fury.”

Admitting 
that voluntary solicitation has failed, the 
leaders assert that the movement will be 
renewed after the first of the year and that 
paid solicitors will employed. While it 
is a felony under the Constitution to buy a 
vote, no penalty attaches to paying for sig- 
natures to direct legislation petitions. The 
single-taxers propose to go to work again 
on a strictly cash basis. The Fels fund is 
not exhausted; that fund was available in 
1914 and 1916 to pay for the Single Tax 
campaigns and it may come to the rescue 
in sOme way again. By paying the estab 
lished market price of 10 cents per name for 
direct legislation signatures the Single Tax 
amendment might get on the ballot with 
an expenditure of not to exceed $10,000. 
Once on the official ballot it would become 
a menace which would have to be met by 
a campaign of education by all property 
owners who have their own interests and 
those of their State at heart. Such «# cam- 
paign, covering the whole State; will cost 
not less than $150,000. That is the price 
which the property owners of California 
paid in 1914 and 1916 to combat the Single 
Tax menace, and it is the price they are 
likely to have to pay again next year. 

This condition exposes but one of the 
many vices of direct legislation. Placing 
an amendment on the ballot in a general 
election is simply a financial transaction; 
the space can he bought and paid for. In 
order to combat it a campaign of education 
covering 150,000 square miles of territory 
and more than 3 000.000 people must be con- 
ducted. The expense of that campaign falls 
directly on the labor and industry of the 
State: and the paramount curse of the dil- 
rect legislation principle is that the men- 
ace of ruinous legislation héngs continuous-

niture. The fr and hard pine timber «of 
Alaska will come bere for manufacture into 
cheap furniture. The cane sugar of Hawaii 
will be refined here and this will be the 
distributing point for the beet sugar of 
Southern California. The day is not far 
distant when silk will be made here from 
cocoons gathered from forests of mulberry 
trees. The lead of Nevada and Arizona 
will be made here into pipe, and litharge, 
and paint. The copper of these States will 
be made here into wire for conveying elec- 
trical energy along railroad and telegraph

lines, and, with zinc, will be made into 
brass bedsteads and household utensils.

But what 
we have is authority not yet asso- 
elated with ability. The President 
has already been clothed with 
plenary authority by Congress, and 
Congress is ready to go further, if 
necessary.

What be requires is the aid 
of more ability, and the requirement 
is immediate. There is ample store of 
ability in the nation to be drawn up- 
on—the thing is to requisition the 
ability. Loyalty to persons, to 
friends, to political colleagues, to 
partisans, to party or to the South 
should have no cossideration in 
this crisis. Friends must be disre- 
garded, party, lines ignored. The 
sole desideratum is ability that can 
get results.—[Minneapolis Journal.

SHOWS BIG DECREASE. 


Interference with General Industry May 
Result from Shortage. 


8S A RESULT of an excess con- 
sumption of crude .sil over 
Production in November in 
California, the surplus stocks were 
Grawn on to the extent of 1,191,490 
barrels, according to the Standard 
Oll Company of California. This 
brought total stocks in this State 
down to 82,603,625 barrels, a new 


low point. Inasmuch as severa! mil- has 


lion barrels are regarded as unavail- 
able, the actual surplus ts below the 
amount indicated by the figures. 

Production in Californis, in No- 
vember, averaged 270,406 barrels a 
day, only littie changed from the 
production figures of October. Ship- 
ments for November were 310,122 
barrels daily, an increase of 11,040 
barrels a day, compared with Oc- 
tober. 

An initial dally production of 8000 
barrels came from sixty-three well 
completions during the month. 

The statistics indicate a serious 
state of affairs in the oi! industry 
on the Pacific Coast. The situation 
regarding supplies has been going 
from bad to worse for two years 

The discouraging feature is 
the failure to bring tn any bizeable 
new production, notwithstanding en- 
ergetic efforts of producers. 

It ie felt that the only solution to 
the question ie to be found in the 
opening to developers of lands now 
in litigation with the government 
Hundreds of operators, using their 
own resources in the development 
of productive oil lands, were caught 
by the withdrawal order of Septem- 
ber 27, 1909, and by the subsequent 
withdrawals of July, 1910. Their 


affairs since have been entangled in 
litigation. 

Seven and a half years iater, 
these operators still do not know 
where they stand. At the same 
time, general industry on the Pa- 
cific Coast is threatened with seri- 
ous tie-up, because of prospective 
inability of railroads and industrial 
companies to get ofl.

Oklahoma's output is 
about stationary, and some of the 
large poole there have slumped se- 
riously. Kansas has been the bright 
spot this year, and has helped to 
make good the deficiency of other 
fields. New work in Wyoming is 
encouraging, and a good production 
is being built up there.—[{ Wall 
Street Journal.
